HAIL BRITANNICA ! ! !

Some of the most scholarly works in the western canon 
of the humanities are also some of the most blatantly and 
unmistakably racist. Don't panic, this is not about 
political correctness, rather, it's about changing styles 
and ideas over time, outmoded scholarship, as well as 
where to just find some bizarre stuff. 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica is considered by most 
librarians to be the most scholarly of the general 
english language encyclopedias. Little known by most 
non-librarians is that two earlier editions, the ninth 
and the eleventh, are considered "high watermarks" in the 
history of the publication, according to Eugene Sheehy. 

The scholarship in the ninth edition is of the 
highest quality, yet inescapably tied to the history and 
culture within which it was produced. The lead quote 
for this article is a prime example of the scholarship 
which produced the entry under the heading "NEGRO." This 
entry is particularly ripe for ridicule (or abuse in the 
hands of a real racist). 




Under the same entry , "NEGRO, "one finds these tidbits: 

(Now, the proper frame of mind to read this in is one 
of scholarly contempt. However, I couldnt' help 
letting a few guffaws and belly laughs erupt when I 
read it for the first time simply due to the 
absurdity of its statements.) 

"The chief points in which the Negro either 
approaches the Quadrumana [note: Quadrumana = all 
primates except man! -F.P.] or differs most from his 
own congeners are: ... weight of brain, as indicating 
cranial capacity, 35 ounces (highest gorilla 20, average 
European 45) ... exceedingly thick cranium, enabling the 
Negro to butt with the head and resist blows which would 
inevitably break any ordinary European's skull ... thick 
epidermis, cool, soft, and velvety to the touch, mostly 
hairless, and emitting a peculiar rancid odour, compared 
by Pruner Bey to that of the buck goat . . . cranial 
sutures, which close much earlier in the Negro than in 
other races. To this premature ossification of the skull, 
preventing all further development of the brain, many 
pathologists have attributed the inherent mental 
inferiority of the blacks, an inferiority which is 
even more marked than their physical differences. 
Nearly all observers admit that the Negro child is on 
the whole quite as intelligent as those of other human 
varieties, but that on arriving at puberty all further 
progress seems to be arrested. No one has more carefully 
studied this point than Filippo Manetta, who during a 
long residence on the plantations of the Southern States 
of America noted that 'the Negro children were sharp, 
intelligent, and full of vivacity, but on approaching the 
adult period a gradual change set in. The intellect 
seemed to become clouded, animation giving place to a 
sort of lethargy, briskness yielding to indolence. '"

of african descent in the nineteenth century, while 
working on a plantation in the Deep South, become 
less enthusiastic with age?

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HOW TO GET AN "ISSN" 

International Standard Serial Numbers, or ISSN's, are 
issued by the United States ' own Library of Congress in 
order to uniquely identify periodical publications in the 
international milieu. Note Fugitive Pope's ISSN in the 
upper right-hand corner of the title page: 1054-8947. 
Most zinesters may want their own ISSN as a way to 
pseudo-legitimize their often perverse activities (my 
case) . To obtain an absolutely free ISSN (as well as get 
more information on the whole bureacratic scheme) write 
to the following address requesting information on 
obtaining an International Standard Serial Number: 

National Serials Data Program 
Library of Congress 
Washington, DC 20540 

or call (202) 707-6452. You'll be sent an application 
form/brochure. My ISSN request took four weeks to 
process . 

The Library of Congress requires that you submit 
sample issues and that, 1) you intend to publish future 
editions of the work indefinitely, 2) future editions 
will have the same title, and 3) you intend to print on 
each edition of the title a designation like "first 
edition," "volume 1," or a prominent unique date 
designation. So if you technically don't meet those 
requirements, at least submit samples which look like you 
meet the requirement! 

In the same return mailing I also received notice 
that the United States Library of Congress requires 
deposit of all copyright protected works after March 1, 
1989, whether or not they are published with a copyright 
notice. Ignoring a written demand for deposit by the 
Library of Congress for longer than 90 days can result 
in a $250 fine. Further obstinance can up the ante to 
$2500 in fines. The information found In Copyright 
Office Circular 7d does give directions on how to apply 
for "relief" from the deposit obligation. I intend to 
write and claim financial hardship since 29 cents every 
two months is beyond Fugitive Pope's means!

PANTS ON FIRE 

In the Sunday, June 16, 1991 Los Angeles Times Book 
Review section (p. 1) illustrator Maurice Sendak writes 
of discovering that some librarians have taken it upon 
themselves to censor, by mutilation, one of his 
children's works, "In the Night Kitchen." Protagonist 
Mickey displays his weiner thus causing the ire of 
certain librarians who have, according to Sendak, drawn 
underpants on the lad. 

Sendak cites a recent School Library Journal article 
which noted the underpants-drawing phenomena as a reac- 
tion to anticipated negative reaction by parents to 
Mickey's nudity. Sendak underscores the article's sugges- 
tion that 'other libraries might want to do the same. ' 

Sendak is, of course, now in the good company of 
Michelangelo who had his nudes in the Sistine Chapel 
similarly modified (and subsequently restored). 

As a sort of unconscious reaction against the 
clothing of Mickey, Sendak 's recent "Freedom to Read" 
lithograph portrays (among other illustrations) a Mickey 
with a penis larger than the original version. Sendak 
concludes that "Mickey's penis grows in response to the 
lie that is censorship." 

Censorship by librarians is nothing new to me. As a 
child in Sunnyside, Washington (pop. 6,000 at that time), 
librarians at the town's only library constantly forbade 
me from checking out books that were "too old for you." 
Taking matters into my own hands, I stole the books I 
wanted to read, then returned them. I was six years old 
at the time and an advanced and voracious reader. Some 
examples of books that were considered "inappropriate" 
for me ranged from titles such as Heinlein's Rocketship 
Galileo to Bradbury's (poetically appropriate) Fahrenheit 
451. At school, my librarian didn't like the fact that I 
was reading Andrew Lange's Fairy Tale series (?). The 
slimewad kept foisting Farley's "Black Stallion" crap 
off on me.
